LINEN CUPBOARD, 


THE IDEAL AND THE 
SUBSTITUTE. 


HAVE often dreamt about an ideal home, 
incorporating every modern convenience 
and labour-savihg device possible, but my 

dreams have never come true. One great 
convenience that I have always wished for 
is a nice, large linen cupboard. 

ye linen cupboard should be in az 
airy, situation, to prevent mildew, but 

If it should 

| happen to be on the gronnd floor it will have 


_the great advantage of being easy of access. 


Hot-water pipes should run through the cu 
board along the wall to keep it hasengble 
aired, The shelves should be about one and 
a half or two feet apart, with thg top one 
not so lofty as to escape attention. 

One shelf should be set apart for table 
linen, another for bed linen, a third for bed- 
room and bath towels, and one for dusters, 
tea-cloths, oven clothes, etc. 

Of course, this ideal linen cupboard is not 
possible in every house, but a fairly good sub- 
stitute can be got by fixing up a wardrobe 
for the storing of linen. 

When buying linen it is essential to get 
ible, as cheap linen usually dis- 
colours after three’ or four visits to the 
It also starts tearing afier it has 


The best plan is buy some linen of good 
and then gradually to edd to it. If 


it means a much heavier outlay to renew it 
than it would if replenished by degrees. 

The truth of the adage, “ Á stitch in time 
saves nine,” can hardly be better exemplified 
than by the case of torn linen.

The Senate's Protest,

Affairs, who announced that the Govern- 
ment had decided proprio motu to apply, 
on behalf of the Free State, for member- 
ship of the League of Nations. It was, 
he said, “an Executive matter,” and he 
added that the application would be 
on the agenda of the Assembly of the 
League in September. We share the 
Senate's surprise at Mr, Fitzgerald’s 
announcement. It is possible that the 
Government is strictly within its rights. 
Furthermore, it is probable that «a 
majority in both Chambers of the Oire. 
achias desire that the Free State shall 
become a member of tho League in due 
time. Yet we hold that the Government 
has shown scant courtesy alike to the 
Upper and to the Lower House by re- 
fusing to pay them the compliment of 
consultation, As a mere question of 
politeness, it ought to have required their 
approval of its decision in a matter só 
important as the Free State’s début on 
the international stage. It is essential 
that the nation shall respect its own 
Parliament, and the first example ought 
to be set by the Executive Government. 
The Senate showed its disapproval of the 
Government’s action by a resolution— 
passed by sixteen votes to ten—which 
asked that no steps should be taken 
regarding the League of Nations without 
the sanction of the Oireachtas, 

There are sound reasons why the Free 
State ought not to be “rushed” pre 
maturely into the League of Nations. 
Senator Douglas says that menibership 
will confirm our virtually independent 
status, will associate us with inter- 
nationalism, and will increase our sense 
of responsibility. The excellent status 
whieh the Treaty has conferred upon us 
is well known to the world and ought to 
be well known to‘ourselves. The sea of 
internationalism will be safer for the Irish 
bather when some of its present storms} 
have subsided. Ii recent events at home 
have not given us @ sense of responsi- 
bility, we shall not acquire it at the 
ends of the earth. Moreover, there is 
much force in the arguments of several 
speakers in the Senate that at this time 
the Free Staie cannot afford to pay for 
membership of the League and is not ripe 
for it. When a young man is setting up 
house and is confronted on every eide 
with the gap between his slight means 
and his heavy obligations, he refuses—if 
he is sensible—to be tempted to pay a 
large subscription to a new club, A few 
years hence, as we hope and believe, an 
annual subscription of some £10,000 to 
the League of Nations will be a trifle for 
the Free State; but the present condition 
of our finances makes that expenditure un- 
justifiable. There is wisdom, too, in the 
contention that we ought not to join the 
league until we have put our domestic 
affairs in order. It is unnecessary, per- 
haps, to share Colonel Moore's fear that, 
if the Free State joins the League at 
once, the boundary question may be sub- 
mitted to the swarthy Solons of South 
America and the juris peritt of Peking. 
Nevertheless, we shall be more welcome 
as a member of the League, and shall 
find a far greater advantage in member- 
ship, if we enter it as a settled, pros- 
perous and progressive State. We hope 
that the Government will not refuse to 
re-open the whole matter with the Senate 
and the Dail, 


Taxes and Credit. 


Yesterday in Dat! Eireann the question 
of tax-compounded War Loan was 
discussed at some length, and now 
the attitude of the Free State Govern- 
ment is less obscure. The actual 
yield of the Four cent. War 
Loan is five pounds six shillings and 
eightpence per cent., of which the investor 
receives four pounds net, and the British 
Government retains the remainder in lieu 
of income tax. The purpose of Mr, Cos- 
grave’s resolution, apparently, is not to 
compel the holder of this stock to pay

The Artist’s Mind. - 

The life of a great artist must be some- 
thing more than a mere biography. 
The poseurs and tho seekers for artistic 
notoriety have done much to bring dis- 
credit on any artist who does not conform 
rigidly to the conventions. Yet the 
‘remains ¢hat artists aré not as ordinary 
folk, and that the queer things which 
they do are not always an astute, method 
of self-advertisement. Often their very 
eccentricities are noble and are injurious 
to their own interests, It is reported that 
the aged Cosima Wagner, the widow of 
the great composer, is living in disastrous 
poverty. If she had yielded to the requests 
of foreign impresarios for permission to 
produce “ Parsifal,”” and had not rejected 
the most lucrative offers because it was 
her husband's wish that it should be 
produced only at Bayreuth, she would be 
a wealthy woman today. The rewards 
of artistic greatness, when they come at 
all, come generously. Caruso made nearly 
half & million pounds out of royalties 
from gramaphone records. How much 
money he made altogether cannot be esti- 
mated, but it was more than the most 
spéndthrift artist ever could have hoped 
to squander, Yet Caruso began lile in 
humble circumstarfces, and was a private 
soldier in the Italian Army when he made 
his first attempt—a lamentable failure— 
to sing in public. Ig one of hig best 
novels M. Romain Rolland draws a notable 
picture of the great musical artist. For 
him the artist must pay always the price 
of success—namely, that it brings momen- 
tary triumph but no lasting happiness. 
There is always something unattained, and 
to the geniuses of this world the unattained 
is the only thing that matters,

Russian black bread may be 
bought for leas than a million roubles, or 
about a penny a pound. White (so-called 
French) rolls, cost three to five times as much, 
but the people are happy with the black, 
except in the famine zones where, while relief 
work continues, there is enongh bread for 
all. As the average workers pay is about 
a pound a month, he is able to purchase fifty 
-loaves for his family. That same month's pay 
would not buy a suit of clothes. 

The Russian workingman today is the 
worst class in Russia, He gets a certain 
number of millions of roubles a month, the 
figure varying almost every month as the 
rouble depreciates. Usually the pay equals a 
pound -@ month, and the maximum, which 
Lenin, Troteky and some other leaders get, 
is about six pounds a month. 


ABBEY ‘THEATRE. 


** SIX CHARACTERS IN SEARCH 
OF AN AUTHOR.” 


Last night at the Abbey Theatre, under the 
auspices of the Dublin Drama League, Mr. A. 
| Filmer’s company produced Luigi Piran- 
dello’s play, “Six Characters in Search of an 
Author.” 

Signor Pirandello in this play easts al! of 
the ordinary dramatic conventions to the 
winds. Perhaps that is one reason why it is 
at first sight a little difficult to understand. 
He presents his ideas in so plain and naked 
a form that they are for the moment anything 
but plain. His truths at times seem so fierce 
and they are expressed with such frank direct- 
ness that one pauses to consider whether they 
are truths. ‘“‘Six Characters in Search of an 
Author’’ is a psychological study of siz 
people who want to live through their emotions 
a second time. They come to a theatre, where 
a rehearsal is in progress, and persuade the 
producer that their experiences wil] have real 
dramatic value if. they are presented with 
truth—aa they happened. Hut their ex- 
petiences are not yet ended—their play has 
not yet reached its logical climax. A man 
bas parted from his wife, taking his son with 
him ; the wife brings up an illegitimate family ; 
and her hashand meets his stepdaughter in a 
dovbtful -hat shop where he is a “‘ regular 
eustomer.”’ The husband’s agony of remorse, 
the terrible anger of the oghter, the 
mother’s misery, the cold fness of the 
legitimate son, all are there with terrible 
realism. And there, too, ia the producer, only 
interested in his play and how the material 
can be moulded into @ play. It ends in 
tragedy—-they do not get beyond the point 
they have slready reached in life.

The unemployed in the Ruhr, whose restive- 
ness has been a cause of anxiety for some 
time, have now broken out into open revolt 
against the strained conditions imposed by 
the occupation. 

The trouble, which broke out yesterday in 
several districts, has been followed today by 
further disturbances at Essen. This morning 
a large crowd of unemployed demonstrated in 
front of the Town Hall and made the usual 
demands for increased allowances. When 
these were refused the situation became 
menacing, and the Fire Brigade, which now 
acts in place of the deported police, was called 
out. The town remains in an unsettled state, 
and further trouble is feared. ) 

During a similar disturbance at Mulheim in 
the Ruhr the unemployed battered down the 
front door of the Town Hall, and bombarded 
the building with stones torn from the road- 
way. The town officials were assaulted, and 
the German police were forced to use their 
side arms in the restoration of order. 

Rioting wad carried on during the night, 
and after a meeting im the market place, a 
crowd of rioters took a policeman prisoner, 
but released him later. According to a Ger- 
man report, the demonstrators fired on the 
police, who returned the fire, wounding one 
rioter. This morning the rioters endeavoured 
to. prevent workers taking up their duties. _ 
Some trouble also occurred at Dusseldori 
yesterday, but the police succeeded in restor- 
ing order. 

There is no doubt that a wave of diseon- 
tent. is sweeping over the Ruhr, and further 
disturbances are expected. The Communist 
organisations are particularly strong, and the 
present situation is very favourable for the 
exploitation of their aims.

Our Tralee Correspondent telegraphs :—The 
fight for the Shannon shore cave at Clash- 
maelcon, North Kerry, had ended  disas- 
trously for the cavemen. Two of them were 
drowned in an attempt, during darkness, to 
get to an adjoining cave. The incoming tide 
sealed their fate. They were Thomas 
McGrath, of Clashmaelcon, and Patrick 
O'Shea, also a Kerryman, Their bodies wera 
recovered by National troops. 

The leader of the cave-men, known as 
“ Aeroplane Lyons,’’ who had an adventurous 
career during the Anglo-Jrish and the present 
struggle. escaped the fate of his party, only 
to meet a tragic ending later, when-on sur- 
rendering with his surviving comrades the 
rope on which he was being hauled up by 
National troops broke, and he was thrown to 
the beach, 120 feet from the crest of the cliff. 
Apparently thinking that he atill had a 
chance of escape, though badly shaken. he 
made an effort, but was hit by a ballet from 
the cliff, and killed. His body was washed 
out by the tide, and has not been recovered. 

HAULED TO THE TOP. 

The four captured men, who were hauled 
up by ropes, are—Walter Stephens, an Eng- 
lishman, a native of London: Edward 
Greaney, James McEnery, and James 
McGrath, all of Kerry. The last-named was 
& brother of the drowned man, Thomas 
McGrath. Although the National troops be- 
lieved that a big« party had concentrated in 
the cave they are now satisfied that they 
have accounted for every men who was in it. 

There is no doubt that the cave had been 
the rerdesvous of these armed men for a con- 
siderable time. It was found to have been 
recently hedded and otherwise equipped, but 
the supplies of food and water ig been 
exhaieted, and the cavemen were confronted 
with the choice between death by starvation, 
surrender, or breasting the billows, There 
was no exit. inland from the cave. 

The killing of Volunteer O'Neil! and the 
wounding. of Lieutenant Pierson, who has 
died since, made the Nationa! troops more 
guarded in pursuing their quarry into th 


cave.

SOVIET CENSUS. 


INCREASE IN NUMBER OF CITY 
DWELLERS.

For the first time in five wears the popula- 
tion of Russian cities shows an increase. 
During the past year, according to the Soviet 
census, the population of Petrograd jumped 
from 700.000 to 1,045,000. Other Russian 
cities, with the exception of those in the 
famine districts, also show ‘creases, rangmg 
from 6 to 27 per cent. 

Moscov, the one city in Russia which has 
shown a steady increase in the past five 
vears, now has more than one and a half 
million inhabitants, at least fifty thousand of 
these being beggars. The increase in other 
cities ig believed to he due to the new 
economic. policy which legalises private busi- 
ness and industry. 


PERSECUTED PRIESTS. 
MOSCOW UNREPENTANT.

BANK HOLIDAYS. 

Mr. E. MacLysaght moved :—'' That a Com- 
mittee of the Seanad be appointed to endeavour 
to reach agreement as to the dates upon which 
bank ls sd in Saorstat Eireann should fall 
and that the further stages of the National 
Holidays Bill be www until the Com- 
mittee has reported. 

“The Committee to consist of Senators 
Jameson, Esmonde, Douglas, O'Farrell, Duffy, 
McKean, Bennett, and MacLysaght.” 

He said that since he had raised the ques- 
tion he had been subjected to an extraordinary 
amount of criticism. Some seemed to look 
upon him as an agent of the Inquisition, try- 
ing to force ge ii down the throats of 
the people. He mer®fy desired to have holl- 
days suitable to Ireland. In the country they 
kept the Catholic holidays; consequently it 


was the Catholic holidays he had selected.‘ 


With regard to the banks, they deserved every 
consideration, where there were genuine ob- 
jections and not religious objections in dis- 
guise. He was not sure that it was necessary 
to have public general holidays on the bank 
holidays. New Year's Day was a bank holiday 
and was not kept as a public holiday. His 
object in bringing forward that motion was to 
make the bill a good bill. 

The Chairman intervened and said that 
Senator MacLysaght had not raised the matter 
in the right way. He had not put the bill 
down for a further stage, but had put down a 
motion that the bill be referred to a Com- 
mittee, and he did not think that he ought to 
go at any length into the merits or demerits 


of the bill. 


Mr. MacLysaght said that he merely wanted 
to get this Committee appointed, and now 
wanted to show that there was a case for the 
reconsideration ot the dates of public holidays. 

Mrs. Wyse Power, in seconding the motion, 
said that the Committee could regulate holi- 
days, whether Church or bank holidays. 

Mr. Douglas said that Mr. MacLysaght had 
taken proper action. He was opposed to the 
bill, but it was wise that efforts should be 
made to arrange the matter. 

Mr. Guinness asked was it not a very un- 
usual thing to appoint a Committee of the 
Senate or any other body to report on a bill 
which had only been read a first time. 

The Chairman said that the resolution was 
adroitiy drafted to avoid that. It did not 
propose that they should report on the bill at 


all. The Committee was appointed to endea- 
vour to reach an agreement by a certain date. 
The bill in the meantime was hung up. 


Mr. Guinness said that this was a private 
bill, and he 4hought that it should be piloted 
through its various stages by its author and 
not by the Senate. 

The Chairman—The Committee is to ieport 
on a definite matter, and in the meantime we 
will hear no more of the bill until we have. the 
report. 

The motion was carried. 

The Right Hon, A. Jameson said that 
surely they were not expected to act ou the 
Committee simply because they were put 
down. 

The Chairman said he had presumed that 


permission was asked before the names were 


put down. 

After some further discussion the name of 
the Right Hon. A. Jameson was deleted from

HISTORIC MSS. 
WORK FOR IRISH SCHOLARS, 


Dr. W. B. Yeats moved the follow- 
ing resolution:—‘‘That a Committee of 
the Seanad be appointed to submit to the 
Government a scheme for the editing, index- 
ing, and publishing of manuscripts in the 
Irish language now lying in the Royal Irish 
Academy, Trinity College, and elsewhere; for 
the scientific investigation of the living dia 
lecta; for the compiling and publishing of an 
adequate dictionary of the older language; 
that the Committee have power to invite the 
assistance of persons not members of the 
Seanad, and to take evidence on the subject. 
The Committee to consist of four members of 
the Seanad.” 

He said that they all looked forward to the 
time when adequate sitions would be made 
to the old literature of Ireland; that litera- 
ture was of very great importance, and should 
be translated. There was great lyric poetry 
in Ireland, literature that was matured in the 
time of Chaucer. 

This motion -was not in any way propa- 
gandist, and, personally, he did not take any 
pleasure when he saw his name spelled in 
the very strange way it was spelled on the 
order paper. The work he proposed was a 
work which he thought any Government in 
the world would feel justitied in undertak- 
ing. Much of this work had already been 
done by certain bodies, including the Royal 
Irish Academy, Trinity College, Dublin; the 
School of Irish Learning, and the Irish Text 
Society. There was need for the transla- 
tion of the annals of Boyle, Innisfallen, and 
Connaught, and for a dictionary. 

Then a proper catalogue was required of 
the work of the Royal Irish Academy. A 
large rough catalogue existed, but a con- 
densed catalogue was necessary. Trinity 
Ccllege had published its catalogue, and the 
British Museum was about to publish its 
catalogue of Irish manuscripts. His motion 
would not require a large sum of money, but 
a certain sum of money to get at their work 
ceriain young scholars. 

Professor Bergin, National University, had 
a few scholars of very great promise, and he 
understood that Professor Rahilly and Pro- 
fessor Gwynn had others; and it was moat 
desirable that the money should be got and 
set them to work cataloguing the old Bardic 
poetry and annals. Portion of the money 
would be spent in training scholars in 
phonetics to take down the old literature, be- 


cause the old literature was dying out, and 


the work which could be done next year and 
tbe year after was work that very soon 
could not be done at all. 

INSPIRATION, 


The greater part of his own writing had 


been founded: on the old literature ot Ire- 
land, which had been the illumination of his 


imagination all his life. It was of great 


importance to set before their young people 
a task for which they will fead a national in- 
clination. The moment had come for the 
rebuilding of the idealism of Ireland. The 
country. like a spendthrift, had wasted its in- 
heritance of idealism in civil war. They had to 


build up in its place the idealism of labour 


and of thought, and that was a work on which 
the few hundreds a year necessary should be 
spent. It was a work for which the scholars 
.of the world would be grateful and which 
would enhance the reputation of Ireland. He 
proposed that the Committee consist, of Mr, 
MacLysaght, Mrs. Green, Mrs. Costello, and 
himself. 


Mr. MacLysaght seconded the motion. 
Mrs. Green said that she supported the

THE DAIL. 
TRAMWAY FARES. 


CONTINUANCE OF PRESENT 
CHARGES. 

The Speaker took the chair at 5.20 p.m. 

Professor Whelehan (for the Minister of 
Industry and Commerce) moved the second 
reading of the Statutory Undertakings (Con- 
tinuance of Charges) Bill, No. 2. He ex- 
plained that the bill was for the purpose of 
althorising certain statutory undertakings in 
the Saorstat to continue temporarily after the 
expiration of the Statutory L a Act, 
which will expire on the 3lst of May, to 
charge certain increased rates. The bill re- 
ferred to tramway companies, canal com- 
panies, and harbour authorities. 

These authorities were allowed to increase 
their rates in consequence of the rise in prices 
owing to the European War. After the close 
of the war they found that the old charges, 
if reverted to, would not enable them to carry 
on. This bill would enable the undertakings 
to avail themselves of the increased rates 
until the 3lst December next; but an Ad- 
visory Committee would be set up to revise 
the existing rates if they were called upon to 
do so. ” The Harbour authorities had increased 
their rates from 40 to 100 per cent., tram- 
ways by 100 per cent., and canals by 120 per 
cent. He feared that there was little hope of 
the 1914 charges being restored. 

Mr. Blythe seconded the motion. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that he thought the 
bill was being treated in rather a verfunctory 
manner. He submitted that it was «reng for 
deputies to pass a measure of this kia with- 
out knowing «xactly what they were passing. 
Statutory orders like those referred t should 
have been circulated among the members be- 
forehand. 

He had not any hostility—as others seemed 
to have—towards the Tramways Company, 
but he took it as an example. Were they 
under this bill, he asked, going to permit 
the Dublin Tramways Company, without in- 
quiry of any kind, to continue to make the 
same charges in 1923 as were authorised to be 
made in 1920 by the House of Commons? 

It might be that the charges had been 
properly increased; but his contention was 
that the company should not be given 
authority to continue those charges without 

iry. as to whether they were at present 
r charges. 
Fh Bhan W. O'Brien said thet he agreed 
with Mr. Gavan Duffy.

FINANCE. 
DOUBLE TAXATION PROBLEM. 


Consideration of the resolutions on income 
tax was then resumed. 

Mr. Cosgrave moved :— 

“* That. notwithstanding any provision con- 
tained in any Act. of Parliament of the late 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, the interest on all securities issued by 
the Government of the United Kingdom

He said that there were certain securities 
exempt from income tax, and that was the 
condition or contract entered into with Gueat 
Britain at the time of the issue of ‘hese 
securities. The maintenance of that ccn- 
tract, to which, of course, they in their 
capacity as an independent State were rot 
committed, would prejudice the collection of 
income tax from those securities. 

ey were in communication with the 
British Government, and a resolution of the 
kind he proposed was necessary to see that 
the revenue of the State was not prejudiciaiy 
affected. 


NO CONTRACT. 


Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., said that 
this particular proposal had been cittacked 
very violently in the Presa and elsewhere on 
many grounds. With some of these criticis:ns 
he did not agree. It had been charged 
against them that, by imposing income tax on 
securities issued free of tax, the Govoern- 
ment of the Free State was about to te 
guilty of some breach of faith. With that be 
did not agree. 

They made no contract that they would 
not charge income tax on these particular 
securities. He did not see how it could be 
contended that they were bound by a contract 
made by somebody else in respect of these 
securities, 

Anything that would be likely to drive 
out of the country capital that was trying 
to make up its mind whether it should come 
back or not, was to be deprecated. The 
money derived from the sale of an estate close 
to Dublin was invested in, he thought, 
trustee securities, and the income tax at cur- 
rent rates on the proceeds of thi« investment 
would come to over £20,000. That income 
tax belonged to the country in which the 
owner of the property was domiciled, and, 
in the event of his death, his estate 
would pay to the Exchequer the sum of 

,000. That was one single instance. At 
the present moment men of this class were 
hesitating whether they should come back 
to Ireland. If they did come back, this 
country would reap a rich harvest. 

It was proposed on the previous day that the 
income tax should be teduced from 5s. to 
4s. 6d. He did not support that, and he 
believed that the Government acted wisely in 
its endeavour to put the credit of the country 
on ia firm financial basis.

UNWISE RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy gave it as his opinion 
that it was exceedingly unwise to introduce 
the resolution. 

Mr. Johnson agreed with Deputy Fitz- 
Gibbon in saying that the case made against 
his amendment the previous day was also a 
case“ against the resolution proposed by Mr. 
Cosgrave. Thus the vote against his amend- 
ment could be regarded as a vote against the 
resolution. The President was right that day 
as he was wrong the previous day. 

He rather conceived of the new status of 
Saorstat, as being an independent - fiscal 
unit, and they had no longer any right to 
think of how British investments made their 
profits and who were the shareholders,. but 
they had to think of the income of the citizen 
of Naorstat after he got it, and deal with it 
as his, personally. To say that an investor 
in a British security was. to be safeguarded 
as he would have been if they had retained 
their fiscal unity with Great Britain was to 
say that they had no right to use the fiscal 
liberty that had been won. 

There was quite an appreciable number of 
Irish investments in America. . Did they wish 
to treat them differently?’ Why was it not 
suggested that they should be allowed remis- 
sions’ If he was in a minority he would take 
a division on the motion. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis (County Dubling said 
that they had admitted their liability, in the 
Constitution, in the war, and if they admitted 
that, surely they must admit their liability 
in this stock. They had an obligation in 
respect of a stipulation attached to the issue 
of that stock, and he urged that there was a 
contract in it. 


NEGOTIATIONS. 


Mr. Cosgsave, in the course of his reply, 
explained that out of an actual amount of 
£5 6s. 8d. the British Government made a 
profit of £1 6s. 8d., and what he wanted to 
do was to negotiate with the British Govern- 
ment as to what proportion of the £1 6s. 8d. 
they would get. They could not do that 
unless they passed the present resolution.

‘They would be looked upon as such 
if they did not take steps to. see that the 
State did not lose what it was entitled to 
receive under these securities. The proposi- 
tion was a business one, and one in which no 
person could be deveived. 

On the subject of Deputy FitzGibbon’s 
remarks about the necessity for restoring con- 
fidence in the minds of some people who had 
doubts about the Government's ability or 
justice, he said that he thought it was a 
necessary thing to draw attention to these 
matters in the House, but he did not think 
that those who were hesitating had any real 
reason for questioning the bona fides of “the 
House. He thought that the almost universal 
idea in the country was to see thai justice 
was done in the country. 

They wanted to make the country an 
example to other nations, of the right of the 
people to live in it, and he hoped that it 
would be realised that in the resolution they 
had the interest of the revenue of the State at 
heart. There was no confiscatory proposal 
whatever behind the resolution. 

Professor Thrift (Dublin University)—The

Mr. Cosgrave—Yes. 

The resolution was then pessed without a 
division. 

PURCHASE ANNUITY. 

Mr. Cosgrave moved Resolution No. 4 
which provides that in the Income Tax Act, 
1918, the expression, “ purchase annuity,’ 
shall mean the first or original annuity pay- 
able before any redemption or statutory re- 
duction has been made. 

Mr. Wilson (Wicklow) moved that the re- 
solution be amended so as to substitute in the 
latter lines the words: “ The annuity paid at 
the time by the tenant.”” He pro 
against the attempt to levy a tax which 
farmers would resent as an unjust imposition, 
and a burden upon agriculture, the most im- 
portent industry in the country. 

Mr. Doyle (Wexford), seconding the amend- 
ment, said that it was unfair to inflict these 
pin-pricks on the farming community. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that it would not be fair 
to men who had been getting reductions for a 
number of years to be placed on the same 
plane as those who might have purchased 
their holdings in more recent times. If the 
impost was unfair the tenant had the right to 
establish, if he could, that he was making 
less than he was‘taxed upon. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Local Government, 
said that there was nothing to prevent a 
farmer who had the money from redeeming 
his purchase annuity, with the exception of 
£1, and thus escape income tax. The 
Revenue officers interpreted the Act as mean- 
ing that the tax was payable on the original 
annuity. It was quite clear that one must 
have something stable to go on. If a man got 
a reduction in his annuity that was no reason 
why he should not, be assessed on the original 
annuity. The change was a slight one, and 
to talk of imposing a heavy tax on agricul- 
ture was rather poetic. 

Professor Magennis supported the amend- 
ment. 


FEW LOLDINGS AFFECTED. 


Mr. Cosgrave said that there was not a 
large number of holdings affected by the re. 
solution. ‘Those who were affected were rela- 
tively better off than those who were not— 
that was to say, that the reductions which 
they had got far exceeded anv sum that this 
resolution would add to the cost. The 
Revenue authority was precluded from making 
assessments on those farms, except on a par- 
ticularly restricted basis. 

The ordinary business man was usually as- 
sessed on a larger sum than he had made ir 
profit, but it was open to him to prove that 
he was over-assessed; but in the case oi 
farmers the Hevenue authorities were re- 
stricted to the annuity. It was really a baga- 
télle. He believed that it was not an inequit- 
able or unreasonable charge, and it was made 
only in respect of farms the value of which 
had increased. It might be wiped out alto- 
gether if it could be shown that no profit had 
been made. He thought that the farmer 
deputies would admit that their profits ex- 
ceeded the assessments. 

Mr. Wilson—There are no profits. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Cosgrave—If there be no profits there 
will be no tax, but I think we are entitled to 
see the balance sheets. If it is fair that busi- 
ness men should pay on their profits, why 
not the farmers? i
